The readers of the Gazatte already 
know that the lite of Mr. Dutton reads 
like a romance. Ile was born in Wiscon­ 
sin forty eight years ago, and received 
a tolerably good education. He enlisted 
in the Thirteenth regiment at Janesville 
and made a good soldier. When th e war 
ended his life was varied. 
Along in the 
©arly ’TOihe was chief clerk of the Mem­ 
phis transportation department of the 
Louisville find Nashville railroad. 
Mr. Dutton subsequently became a 
member of the engineer corps of the 
army. There be remained for some time 
but about the first part of 1878 be was 
converted by the iiev. Father Kelly, tho 
celebrated pulpit speaker,who died of 
yellow fever in IST;). 
The conversion 
was real aud complete. Ho gave ap h is 
old habits and at length decided to 
become a member of some holy brother­ 
hood. 
After a various fortune he en . 
tered the Trappist seminary at Goth* 
semane, K y .~ th at rigorous abbey where 
limited sleep, meagre food, hard manual 
labor, and many religious rites are main- I 
Citied with the severity of corporeal in­ 
tl iction which existed among the monks j 
of the middle ages. 
Tilers he remained 
a year and in the summer of of 1883 i 
came to New Orleans, a place he had pre- j 
viously visited and where he was welj 1 
known. 
Ho remained hero six months 
in an up-town institution and then leffc! 
for California, whence he shortly after­ 
wards departed for the Sandwich Islands 
and Father Damien’s mission. 
Ile was 
cheerful and light hearted when he went 
and fully appreciant tho ccnsequences 
of his going. 
It would be d.iii cult Gad a man who 
baa been mere self-sacnfi ling than Mr. 
Dutton, or more devoted to his strange 
work. 
Ho labors with a spirit of intense 
love in the field of lepers, Here is an 
illustration of his consecration to his 
work, found in n letter printed in the 
Picayune: — 
My little cabin opens in the church 
through the sacristy and the burying 
ground is just behind. 
I keep every- 
lti order (intend so to do) at the church, 
serve the masses and etc., take care cf 
the medicine, and look after the sick 
among about sixty orphan boys bere at 
the mission close by the church, while 
my regular ocouoation is dressing th e 
sores, which I enjoy much. My specialty 
seems to be the sore 
dressing—eau 
bandle about IOO to 150 sores per day. 
Mr. Dutton, whose baptismal name is 
Joseph, but “ Jokivee” in the language 
of the Islands, says there are about 700 
lepers at or near the mission, and tie 
number is increasing. 
Tho life of Mr. 
Dutton is well worth a thoughtful study. 
Bach self abnegation, such a surrender 
of one’s self to the service of lepers in 
a far off aud lonely island, is a spirit o* 
consecration to religious duty not often 
found among men.

P a r k e r sb u r g, W. Va., July 20.—Tho 
recent storm along the valley of the Little 
Kanawha was one of terrible violence, and 
tho rush of water down tho channel of thd 
river ami over the lowlands bordering io 
was unprecedented in its suddenness a n t 
about as lar^e in volume as evor before 
kn wn. 
It is feared drownings have been 
numerous in the narrow valleys upstream 
along the tributaries of tho river. 
The 
storm extended across tho Ohio, and rail­ 
road washouts, wrecked bridges and ruined 
crops are reported over a largo area in 
Ohio. 
The storm burst about midnight, 
and by ‘5 o'clock in the morning the river 
had jumped up twenty feet, and at day­ 
light tho scene presented along tho channel 
in front of this city was an alarm ing one. 
The entire surface of tho stream was 
covered with a tangled mass of logs, barns, 
fragments of houses, and rafts of valuable 
timber. 
About 6 o’clock Mrs. Isaiah Tucker went 
to the door of her boat house opp site this 
city to view’ tho wreck-covered river. 
As 
she stopped upon tho deck a huge raft of 
logs struck tho I oat and she was tossed 
into the water and never rose. 
She left a 
family of five children in the boat, who 
were saved. 
Another shanty boat said to 
contain three women, passed the city about 
daylight. 
A short distance below it was 
overturned and all wore drowned. 
Tho Ohio River railroad is broken at 
Harris Ferry, tho Baltimore & Ohio at 
Kanawha Station, 
and the Cincinnati, 
AVashington & Baltimore at Londonderry. 
Many 
hind or firms have lost about all 
their summer cut of logs, an I thousands of 
acres of crops avo totally destroyed. 
De­ 
tails of losses are constantly coming in and 
the aggrogalo damage will oxceed $100,- 
000. 
Above tho destruction was still greater. 
Big T ygart valley is completely ruined. 
The big mill near its mouth went out and 
took the Tygart bridge with it. 
In tho 
valley all the fencos, crops, and live stock 
were lost. 
At Chesterville, a small town 
about teu miles abovo, half tho residences 
were carried off bodily and loft in corn 
fields. 
In Clay district a lino church and 
three dwellings wero wrecked. 
About noon information was received 
th at the steamer Oneida had been wrecked 
and sunk at Enterprise, abovo. 
Still later 
a report camo that the steamer S. C. Mar­ 
tin was sunk at Burning Springs. 
Tho 
Little Tygart is also reported completely 
rhined. 
Hcntherington's 
store, 
C apt. 
Spencer’s residence, C. P. Cooper’s resi­ 
dence, and that of J. W. Smith are com­ 
pletely demolished, but no lives are re­ 
ported lost as yot. 
Tho worst story of all comes from Mor­ 
ristown, a small village near the head of 
Tucker crook, where the cloud burs- con­ 
centrated in nil its fury, coming down on 
tho village and totally destroying it, to­ 
gether with many of its pooplo. 
The first 
report gave the loss of life at oleven, 
but 
later nows seems to fix the loss a t a 
greater number. The houses of tho citizens 
nro said to have l>ecn picked up and 
hurled against each other iu such short 
space of time that no chance to escape was 
given tho people. 
Among tboso lost at 
Morristown are Jake Kiger, 
his brothers 
Joseph and Thomas, a man named Bailey, 
Orvillo West, wife, and child. 
The body 
of a man believed to Le anothor Morris­ 
town victim was found on the Richardson 
farm. 
At Pdl Brush all bridges and culverts 
are washed away and it i3 impossible to 
reach or communicate with that point, or 
any other on upper waters. 
It is impos­ 
sible now’ to enumerate tho loss even hero, 
as the river is still rising and tearing 
e\orything loose. 
A family boat containing three or four 
persons went out during the night, and it 
is believed all are lost, as last seen of them 
was when a woman held up a child in hor 
arms and beckoned for assistan t as tho 
bouse disappeared in the flood. 
L a te r—A freight train on the Ohio 
River railroad broke through a trestle a t 
H arris’ 
Feriy, completely wrecking the 
train and fatally injuring William Nep­ 
tune, an employe. 
Tho wreck was caused 
by a heavy washout 
The Baltimore &. 
Ohio train, delayed by washouts at K an­ 
awha station, has just been reported. 
Lock No. I above the city on the Little 
Kanawha has given way before the flood. 
Advicjs from Ohio show that heavy rains 
fell in many places. 
A cloud-burst is re­ 
ported at Lancaster, 
which caused a big 
washout on tho Columbus, Hocking Valley 
& Toledo railway. A t Logan, Ohio, hoavy 
rain caused much damage to crops. Light­ 
ning struck a house in the little village of 
Gcorgesville, in Franklin county, and set 
it on fire and burned half the town. 
At 
Marysville, Ohio, great damage was done. 
Lightning struck tho electric-light w’orks, 
ruined a dynamo, aud put out tho lights of 
the town.

W a s h in g t o n , July 
2 0 .— Secretary of 
tho Treasury Windom is not troubled by 
the published reports that tho reserve in 
tho New York banks is getting dangerously 
low, and that thoro are indications of a 
stringency in the money market which may 
call for some action by tho treasury de­ 
partment. 
Tho secretary said to-day that lie could 
see no evidence of money being tight, from 
the fact that while the department odored 
to buy bonds at a liberal figure the oilers 
were not numerous. 
“If money was in 
demand,” ho continued, “bonds would not 
bo held back as they now are. 
Tho price 
we have established is n liberal one, and 
on tho bonds tho holders are getting only 
about 2 por cent, while on the Us tho in­ 
terest is only a trille over IL yet there is 
no great alacrity shown by the holders of 
theso bonds to sell them to tho govt rainout 
and convert them into cash. 
“The surplus now amounts in round 
figures to $59,OOO,OOO, of which $45,OOO, - 
OOO is in tho hands of tho banks, ami 
$14,000,000 in tho treasury. 
Tho money 
in tho banks is about tho same as when Mr. 
Fairchild was Secretary of tho Treasury. 
It has been reduced somewhat, but not 
very 
much, 
as 
I 
do not Caro to 
do anything which might disturb the trade. 
It is true this amount might bo increased, 
but I do not believe in the plan and 
should not care to increase the amount 
without the action of Congress. 
So you 
seo the great bulk of tho surplus is in tho 
banks, to bo used by tho people, and tho 
treasury could not do very muon moro, 
unless authorized by Congress. '’ 
“ Will you increase the purchase of sil­ 
ver?” Mr. Windom was nsked. 
“No,” was his reply, in a very em­ 
phatic tone. 
“I see no indications of a 
stringent money maiket,” the Secretary 
added, “and tho reports which reach me 
do not show that it is generally foal ed. 
Since I have been in the treasury depart­ 
ment I can safoly say that I have not re­ 
ceived a half dozen appeals for money or 
requests that tho department would liber-* 
ate monoy.

It is statod that a petition will go be­ 
fore the next Congress asking for tbc 
coinage of the half cent, and already tti?

Sion. The fact that the naif cent was 
recognized as a factor in o\ir currency 
during the earlier days of tho republic-, 
and that its coinago was discontinued 
“ “ 
rcmon 
_ seem tc 
be a strong argument against repeating 
thr experiment. 
At tbc tiuio when the 
half cent was in circulation, the people 
were of necessity as careful of their mon 
ey ns they have been at any time since. 
They and their fathers beforo them bad 
liecn trained in the hard school of colonial 
experience. 
They had but little money 
and what they did have was gained only 
by hard work, aqd saved only by econ­ 
omy. which amounted la many cases to 
privation. They were os likely to make 
account of the half cent as their descen­ 
d ers 
more 
favorably 
situated 
are 
likely to be. Another reason, which 
has no force now, had something to do 
with the recognition of tho half cent in 
the earlier days. Tho people had beet) 
accustomed to reckon money in the shil­ 
lings and pen co, and when the change 
tv as made to the decimal system there 
were few, if any, States iQ which the 
shilling rcptcsentcd an even numl>er ol 
cents. 
A shilling was 124c in New 
York, 16*c in New England, and so on. 
The half cent enabled tho pcoplo to ap­ 
proximate the value of the shilling more 
closely than could have been done had 
tho cent been tho lowest denomination 
coined. 
But with these reasons in favoi 
of the half cent, it ceased to be regarded 
as necessary by the people,and its coinage 
was discontinued. 
Tho half cent had 
been authorized by act of Congress, April 
2, 1792. It was to be of copper, and its 
weight 132 grains. 
Tho weight was 
changed by act of Congress, in 1793, to 
104 grains, and ngaiD, by proclamation 
of the President, in 1796, to 84 grains. 
It was finally discontinued, by act of 
Congress, February 21, 1857, the total 
amount coined having reached $39,926.11 
This, in brief, is tho history of the 
half cent, and would appear to indicate 
that after a fair tTial it was not recognis­ 
ed by the people os a necessary factor of 
the currency, but on tho otner hand 
there arc several arguments that may bo 
urged in its favor. It would seem reason­ 
able that a value which persistently con­ 
tinues to be recognized in the commercial 
circles of a country should bo represent­ 
ed in tho coinage of that country, eithet 
as a distinct coin or by combinations ol 
coins. 
Of course, in the case or the hall 
cent combination is impossible, and yet, 
without any fractional currency to refute- 
sent it, tho half cont plsys an important 
part in tho daily round of trado. 
It not 
unfrcquently represents the margin ol 
profit or loss, aud goods are habitually 
marked at prices which tako account ol 
it lf the purchaser buys more than a 
single unit in this calculation, whcthei 
of yard, pound, number, or whatcfei 
standard tbc feoods are sold by, he gets 
the benefit of the half cent, but if ho re­ 
quires no more than a unit he of necessity 
pays the half cent additional or “saves” 
it by purchasing moro than ho actually 
requires. 
In short, the people, after per­ 
mitting the half cent to be dropped from 
their list of coins, have clung to tho value 
which it would represent with a tenacity 
which suggests the possibility of its prat 
tical use. Again it is reasonable that the 
half cent, as a coin, might play sumo par! 
in tho exorcise of economy. 
A cent, by 
itself, is an insignificant affair, and yet, 
by passing daily, and many times a day, 
from hand to hand, it represents an enor­ 
mous total in any active community bo 
fore a year’s end. In many of the trans- 
actions in which it figures on this journey. 
a half cent would very likely have served 
the purpose equally as well, and while 
the difference to tho individual might be 
slight the difference in tho aggregate 
would be a material saving to any com­ 
munity, state or nation. 
It is just pos­ 
sible that the coinaco of the half ccnl 
ought to 1)C resumed. 
At all events, ii 
will be interesting to follow the discus 
•ion which the petition, if presented, will 
be almost certain to provoke.
